A. T. A, held in Strathmore Wednes- 
day evening and it is regrettable so 
few availed themselves of the opport- 
unity to hear two very interesting ad- 
dresses. 

The speakers were Inspector M. 
MacLeod and Rev. Leslie Pearson. 

Mr Norman Bragg, President of A. 
T. A. presided. 

Mr MacLeod, the first speaker took 
as his subject “International Affairs.” 

Picturing the all-absorbing war of 
todey the speaker said, earlier wars 
hid usually been fought on slogans. 

For instance— “Remember the 
Maine”, ‘No taxation without repre- 
sentation”. “Government of the peo- 
ple, for the people, and by the people”, 


“Carthage must be destroyed.” 


That the slogan wins the war is 
just so much “hooey.” 

Causes of wars are, Racial hatred, 
Language inhibitions, Economics, 
Profits, Economic Imperialism. 

The speaker told of Basil Zaharoff 
who while living travelled among the 
various nations inciting each to war 
against the other, seliiug Spain ag: 
almst italy, France against Spain, ete. 
etc, 

Mr MacLeod pictured the ciements 
of nature as at War against nature, as 
a destructive hail storm against a pro- 
mising fietd of wheat and said it was 
possible that the same condition 
might carry through to higher forms 
of life, even to mankind. The wars of 
early years, such as the Feudal, Cru- 
sades, nation vs. nation were fought 
with a sort of religious atmosphere as 
background, which later grew into a 


lust for power. Napoleon, Cromwell, 
Mussolini, Hitler, Caesar, Alexander 
the Great, Attila the Hun, Ghenghis 


Khan and Louis 14th were all describ- 
ed as having an inferiority complex, 
and from this grew their lust for pow- 
er which eventually knew no bounds. 

Does a certain amount of the Cave 
Man exist in all of us, civilized though 
we claim. In earlier literature, the 
Odyssey, Paradise Lost, certain of 
Byrons poems glorified war but that 
was later pointed out as being only 
one side of the picture, and other lit- 
erature as strongly portrays the ab- 
horrence of war. 

Greed in one form or another is 
the cause of war. We in the Western 
hemisphere and particularly the Nor: 
thern half are characteristically bit- 
terly opposed to war and the speaker 
said war is an instinct that must be 
crushed, and Canadians herein have 
a big part to play in building the fut- 
ure. 

Solutions for settlement—. An An- 
glo American Union is not sufficient. 

The next League of Nations must 
not be only a League of Victors, but 
included must be those of our present 
enemies. Only so can the instinct of 
war be curbed. 

We must have an 
Peace Force that will 
when an enemy attempts 
other thresholds, 

Wiser boundary lines must be 
drawn, High tariffs bring wars and 
must be curtailed. We must clarify a 
lot of our own thinking. The unequal 
distribution of wealth is wrong, and 
an assured opportunity to earn his 
livelihood must be given every man 
when he returns. A diet of democracy 
is not enough. He must be guaranteed 
a reasonably good job. 

Only so will the Peace be preserved. 
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Mr Bragg introduced Mr Pearson as

his interesting talk “Ethics in the 
Teaching Profession.” 

Mr Pearson commenced his remarks 
by humorously asking if there are 


any ethics in teaching, then answer- 
in ghis own question he did not intend 
to give a list of mere pious platitudes, 


Then breaking into his subject ser- 
iously he stated, the minds and char- 
acter of youth is of first importance. 
To guide the pupils under their care 
is the all important task of the tea- 
cher and in this each teacher has a 
tremendous part to play and a duty 
to coming world structure. 


it is the teacher’s duty to guide the 
child against a warped, corrupted out- 
look to show them how to avoid the 
wrong channels of self aggrandise- 
ment, unscrupulous or self gratifica- 
tion only. To totally disregard the 
standard of our civilization, would 
menace teh whole state of our society. 

We must all make it our business to 
know what the standards of self and 
state preservation are. Thus the eth- 
ics of the teaching profession are of 
great importance. 

The relation of the teacher towards 
the scholar and to other members of 
the community, and of the pupil to 
the teacher are all of great import- 
ance, ‘I'he task of the teacher is often 
greatly hampered by indifference and 
opposition from outside. 

Quoting a case in point Rev. Pear- 
son said when meetings were held re- 
cently to discuss revising the curri- 
culum, very few were sufficiently in- 
terested to turn out. 

The committee might have had in 
view placing Hindustani or Rosicru- 
cianism on the list. 

Education should relate pupils real- 
istically and intelligently to every day 
life. 

The challenge tothe teacher is 
large but magnificent. The welfare of 
(fe child is the first duty of every 
conscientious teacher, beyond per- 
sonal gain or pleasure, 

The teache should recognize the in- 
dividuality of each pupil. 

The child’s integrity is inviolate. 
He wants to feel he belongs to society 
yet should have freedom to venture 
forth on his own to combine thé rich- 
ness of free choice and exprvssion 
with the discipline of law. 

Each child has the right to be treat- 
ed justly, impartially without prejud- 
ice and difference o fability or social 
standing. 

Brutal frankness is a vice. 

Free discussion between teacher 
and pupil is very desirable, but the 
teacher should refrain from imposing 
his religious or political opinion. 

As the core of the nation and all 
society is a religious one surely it 
should have a place in our curriculum. 

It could break down many a parti- 
tion that divides us today. 

Every code which carries men to- 
wards their ideals is wholesome and 
valid.

I know that they rebuilt 
two of the ancient abbeys, presenting 
one to the Catholics and the other to 
the Anglicans, And they laid out 
their “demesne” so that there were 
views down elm-lined streets and past 
thatched cottages, with huneysuckle 
growing up the walls. I even suspec- 
ted that tne old thatched cottage that 
stood directly across the way from the 
inn could never have attained that 
appearance of extreme age and yet be 
so well kept, without being planned 
that way. 


Whether the cottage was old or not, 
there were plenty of authentic ruins, 
The ancient stone bridge over the 
Maigue river had been there for six 
hundred years or more. No two of its 
seven arches quite matched the others 
in size of curvature, though they had 
stood through the centuries. 


Besides the river, just upstream 
from the bridge, were the ruins of 
Desmond castle. I liked them best of 
all, In the library of the inn, I found 
a book with the plans of the castle, 
dating back to about 1100. From _in- 
side those walls, many a Fitzgerald 
or Desmond sallied forth to terrorize 
the countryside. Enough is left to be 
able to see all the rooms of the old 
castle, with the help of Lord Dunra- 
ven’s little signs ou the wall, and the 
use of a bit of imagination. One rainy

COST OF LIVING BONUS | 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has | 
|

found that the cost of living index number 
for April 1, 1942, of 115.9 [adjusted index 
115] has not risen by one whole point or 
more over the index number for October 
1, 1941, of 115.5 [adjusted index 114.6]. 
Accordingly, the National War Labour 
Board, pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 12 of Order in Council P. C. 8253, 
determines and announces, for the period 
May 15, 1942, to August 15, 1942, subject 
to the right of employers or employees to 
apply to a War Labour Board for authori- 
zation of payment of such an amount of 
cost of living bonus as a Board may 
determine to be ‘“‘fair and reasonable,” 
under the provisions of the Order, that: 


(a) There shall be no change in the 
amount or percentage of cost of 
living bonuses presently being paid; 


(b) An employer who has not been 
aying cost of living bonuses may not 
sain to pay such bonuses.

But look at the food situation. “Oh, 
for a tin of pears, or fruit of any kind” 


is no wrapping paper, you must take 
your own container! 

Here is an interesting item, precau- 
tions against an air raid. The shelter 
Basket contents— (1) Thermos flask 
filled last thing every night, (2) tin 
of biscuits, (3) tin of oxo tubes, (4) 
a small flask of liquor and some cups. 
Nowadays if the alert goes off during 
the night we put our things in the 
shelter and walk up and down the 


street. 


One night not long ago the 
Alert went off about 1 a.m. Up we get, 
dress and away we go. when the “all 
clear” goes off, back we go.”

ARE NOW IN EFFECT 


Only a limited few, the owners of essential eligible vehicles, may now 
obtain usable tires or tubes, or retreading services. Apart from sales permitted 
by the new regulations, no person may buy or sell, borrow or lend, barter, give 
away, mortgage, burn, cut, destroy or otherwise dispose of any such tire or 


tube.

It is their patriotic duty to repair 
and legally resell all usable tires in their possession, and turn over at once to the 
nearest salvage agency any scrap rubber they have on hand or receive in the future, 
including all tires and tubes no longer serviceable. 


Every person, whether a dealer or not, must report by May 31 to the Tire 
Rationing Representative at his nearest Wartime Prices and Trade Board office, 
all tires and tubes in his possession on May 15, which are not scrap, and which 
are not on the running wheels and one spare rim of each vehicle he owns.
